The Findlay gas trustees and the gas 
board of Toledo, were negotiating for 
its purchase.

rounding the well. 


This gives the Standard a hold on the 
Findlay gas field for which it has long 
been scheming, and it is feared this 
territory will soon be at the mercy of 
the great octopus.

Some two months ago, five Jesuit 
priests who had been expelled from 
France for political reasons,

at La Luz, and begali a crusade against 
the Diaz government, preaching of the 
wrongs of the priesthood, etc. 
They 
especially condemned civil law marriage 
proclaiming such unions illegal and 
children bom of them are illegitimate. 


They were arrested and placed in jail 
and a mob came to their rescue and at- 
tacked the jail. 
Two hundred regular 
soldiers appeared and the mob was or. 
dered to disperse. 


The mob refused to disperse and fir- 
ing immediately began. 
The volleys 
mowed the crowd down at short range, 
but the mob stood their ground until 
some 250 persons were dead upon the 
streets.

The session of the Lutheran synod, at 
Lidianapolis, ended with the meeting 
yesterday morning, having disposed of 
all business. 
The lay delegates recom- 
mended a collection to be taken in the 
churches of this synod for the mission 
congr^tion at LouisvOle. 


The fourth thesis, by the Bev. Mr. 
Goeswein, was then discussed. It reads: 
"The body and the blood of Christ are 
partaken in the sacrament by the com- 
municants, worthy and unworthy, in, 
with and under the blessed blood and 
wine. 
Remarks—Christ's body 
and 
blood are not partaken of, in a spiritual 
manner only, Ky faith, but are eaten 
and drank really, the same as bread and 
wine, not in the natural manner, how- 
ever, but in a mysterious and inscruta- 
ble manner." 
'The Rev. Mr. Goeswein received a 
vote of thanks for furnishing the thesis 
for the discussion of the synod. 


The synod then adjourned to meet in 
Fort Wayne the first Wednesday after 
Easter in 1891.

Tbe Flag Carried by B l m a Century 
Ayo Flnnff to tbe Breeze 
at Wabanb. 


WABASH, Ind., May 2.—Dr. P. G. 
Moore, of this city, is the owner of a 
rare centennial relic, which he fiung to 
the breeze Tuesday, on the occasion of 
the one hundredth anniversary of the 
inauguration of Washington. 
It is the 
American flag which was carried by 
Brigadier General Anthony Wayne in 
.his expedition against the northtwestem 
Indians in 1792. 


The 
flag 
was, until four 
years 
ago, 
in the 
possession of 
Maiy 
Dixon, 
of Miami county, a member 
of a band of Miami Indians. 
She in- 
herited the flag from her mother. 
It 
was captured from General Wayne by 
Mary Dixon's gran^ather, who was a 
well known chief. 


The flag is in size three and one half 
by five and one half feet, and is made 
of pure home spun linen sewed with 
linen thread and double stitched. There 
are fifteen stripes and the colors all hold 
remarkably well. The field is six by 
twenty-four inches in size and contains 
simply the inscription in antique capi- 
tals, put in with idelible ink: . "A. 
Wayne, commander-in-chief."
